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AMCCO-ITES RECEIVE 
GI BILL APPROVAL 


Approval was given AMCCO in January 
for consideration of applications by appren- 
ticeship trainees for KoreanGI Bill benefits. 
Two apprentices, Roger Nordlund and Bob 
Brown, have placed applications. 


The bill will cover all veterans who have 
served since the beginning of the Korean 
War, June 27,1950. They must have served 
in the United States or overseas a total of 
at least 90 days unless discharged for ser- 
vice-connected disabilities. Maximum ser- 
vice time will be 36 months. 


Known as Public Law 550, the bill will 
allow 1-1/2 days of training for each day in 
service after the above date, witha maxi- 
mum of 48 months, less any training received 
under previous programs. 


An education and training allowance will 
be given each month. Out of this, all tuition 
fees, books, supplies and equipment expen- 
ses are tobe paid. The government will not 
pay for them separately. 


On-the-job trainees may receive top al- 
lotments of $70 without dependents, $110 
with one dependentand $130 with more than 
one dependent. Rates will be reduced at 
four-month intervals as training progresses 
and earnings increase. A $310-a-month 
ceiling is placed on job training. This isa 
combination of earnings plus allowance. 
Whenever this amount is exceeded, the al- 
lowance will be reducedaccordingly. There 
is no ceiling on what an apprentice may 
earn, however. 


Roger has been enrolled in the shipwright 
apprentice program since October 14. He 
was in the Air Force from July 14, 1949, 
until October, 1951, in Texas, Colorado and 
New York. Roger was married recently. 


An apprentice since December 4, Bob 
served in the amphibious engineers of the 
Army from December, 1950 to December, 
1952. He was in Panama more than a year 
and in Greenland about two months. He is 
married and has one child.

There are many more 
aspects to this condition, some of which are 
of no concern to the Safety Committee. 


However, it might be a little embarassing 
for allconcerned to have an accident report 
filled out thusly: 


"Patient was running hell bent for the time 
clock at 4:30 when he fell and was trampled 
by mob behind him," 


All joking aside, fellows, let's stop this 
mad dash at 4:30. It really isn't necessary 
to run at all any place in the yard except in 
an emergency. In many yards it is an 
offense that warrants dismissal. 


Safety experts say that accidents are 
caused, they don't just happen and if you 
remove the cause the accident won't occur. 
Let's pull together and remove this cause.

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Leadmen voted unanimously to meet once 
a month withforemen members of the Safety 
Committee at a special safety meeting held 
at Community Hall Thursday, January 29.
